I have both America On-Line and a personal Internet group account using a 
command line prompt like dos. I really like the GUI (graphical user 
interface) from AOL, it makes traversing the Inet fairly easy and fun. but if 
you're a hacker, you may find it limiting and hard to get where you want to 
be.
